Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1966, 

On  the  whole  the  various  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending 
order  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  115  cases 
vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system,  39  cases  (15?^)  and  all  types 
of  cancer,  36  cases 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  254-,  of  these 
129  (50^)  were  aged  75  and  over;  182f  (72^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  227 
(89^)  aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire 
Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly 
to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 

Measles  was,  as  usual  the  most  prevalent  disease  notified  during 
the  year  with  nearly  all  the  cases  occurring  in  children  of  school  age  or 
under. 


6,876  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the 
year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  W,R,V,S,  and  the  meals 
are  cooked  in  the  canteen  of  Messrs,  Ferodo  Limited, 

In  April  a public  local  enquiry  was  held  by  a highly  qualified 
engineer  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  whether 
Hope  Churchyard  should  be  wholly  or  partly  closed  and  whether  burials  should  be 
discontinued  entirely  or  with  exceptions. 

Previously  an  application  had  been  made  by  the  Vicar  of  Hope  for 
an  Order  in  Council  to  close  the  churchyard  and  I had  sent  a certificate  to  the 
Minister  stating  that  burials  should  be  discontinued  forthwith  for  Public  Health 
reasons. 


Briefly,  the  evidence  I gave  was  that  on  the  several  occasions  I 
had  visited  the  churchyard  numerous  human  bones  were  found  on  the  ground.  The 

gravestones  gave  no  indication  as  to  the  number  of  persons  buried  in  a particular 
grave  as  evidenced  by,  for  example,  one  stone  which  stated  that  one  person  had 
been  buried  in  1937.  Another  person  had  been  buried  there,  probably  in  May 
1965.  From  the  human  bones  lying  on  the  surface  it  was  thought  that  at  least 

two  skeletons  had  been  disturbed  to  buiy  the  person  in  1965* 
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The  church  records  of  interments  dated  from  1598,  but  there  were  no 
records  of  grave  spaces,  only  records  of  the  name,  abode,  date  of  burial  and  by 
whom  the  ceremony  was  performed.  Approximately  12f>600  persons  had  been 

buried  since  that  year.  The  history  of  the  churchyard  can  be  traced  back  to 

at  least  the  10th  Centuiy  A.D.  but,  according  to  some  sources  to  Saxon  times  and 

so  the  total  number  of  persons  buried  in  1,11  acres  is  probably  at  .least  40,000. 

Suppose  each  grave  space  is  28  sq.ft,  in  area  and  6 ft,  deep.  There  are 

1,1  acres  of  land,  therefore  there  would  be  1,717  grave  spaces.  If  40»000 

people  are  buried  in  the  Churchyard  there  must  be  an  average  of  23,4  bodies  per 
grave.  This  is  ridiculous  as  with  a maximum  depth  of  6 ft,,  each  body  could 
only  take  up  3 in,  of  depth,  even  if  there  was  no  earth  cover.  If, 

alternatively,  the  graves  were  assumed  to  be  7 ft,  long  x 2 ft,  wide,  there 
would  be  12  persons  per  grave  or  1 for  every  6 ins,  of  depth,  again  assuming 
no  cover. 


A new  burial  ground  was  opened  in  Hope  in  1934  but  at  the  time  of 
the  enquiry  only  8 people  had  been  buried  there. 

In  November,  seven  months  after  the  enquiry  was  held,  the  Ministry 
report  was  received  and  I quote  "In  the  churchyard  he  found  human  bones  on 
the  surface  of  a number  of  graves.  He  considered  that  further  burials  were 

likely  to  result  in  aesthetically  undesirable  conditions;  disturbance  of  human 
remains  and  some  risk  of  public  health  nuisance," 

Now,  at  the  inquiry  representations  were  made  on  behalf  of  six 
people  who  "would  be  very  distressed  if  they  could  not  be  buried  in  the  family 
grave,"  Note  the  * family  grave’  and  note  also  40>000  + people  in  1,11 

acres  with  no  known  grave  space.  And  so  the  Minister  gave  permission  for 
these  six  people  to  be  buried  in  the  churchyard.  One  wonders  whether  had 

600  people  attended  the  inquiry  he  would  have  allowed  all  of  them  to  be  buried 
there. 

But  the  poor  Vicar  - the  man  who,  in  my  opinion,  rightly  drew  the 
Minister’s  attention  to  the  state  of  the  churchyard  in  the  first  place  - apart 
from  receiving  the  wrath  of  the  villagers  was  requested  to  forward  by  the 
Minister,  "information  of  any  similar  cases  where  genuine  distress  was  likely 
to  be  caused,"  Thirty- two  other  persons  in  Hope,  making  38  in  all  decided 

they  were  genuinely  distressed  and  so,  before  burials  are  discontinued  in  the 
churchyard  of  St,  Peter’s  Hope  for  the  protection  of  public  several  or  many 
years  will  elapse, 

Jfy  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev,  D,A,  Southward,  Vicar  of  Hope  for 
his  help  and  the  many  hoxors  he  spent  in  perusing  the  ancient  records  of  the  church 
to  obtain  statistical  evidence  for  the  inquiry.  Also  for  his  courage  and 
patience  in  dealing  with  various  people  before  and  after  the  hearing, 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.

Comparability  Factors 

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales,

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A further  Mass  Miniature . Radiography  survey  was  carried  out  in 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  from  the  29th  March  - 20th  April,  1966,  previous  visits 
having  been  made  in  1962  and  1958, 

During  the  survey  the  unit  operated  at  the  following  centres 

Perodo  Ltd,,  Chapel-en-le-Frith, 

Bernard  Wardle  & Co,,  Ltd,,  Chinley, 

J,  & J,  Hadfield  Ltd,,  Chinley, 

Britannia  Wire  Works  Ltd,,  Buxworth, 

Buxworth  County  School, 

The  Town  Hall,  Chapel-en-le-Prith. 

Employees  from  other  smaller  firms  in  the  district  attended  one 
or  other  of  the  above  centres,  and  the  general  public  were  invited  to 
attend  specially  arranged  sessions  at  J,  & J,  Hadfield  Ltd,,  Chinley,  the 
Town  Hall,  Chapel-en-le-Frith,  and  the  Coianty  School,  Buxworth, 

The  survey  was  publicised  by  means  of  press  advertisements,  posters 
in  local  shops,  etc,,  and  a distribution  of  leaflets  to  householders. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board's  policy,  no 
arrangements  were  made  to  X-ray  school  children. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  tables. 
Details  of  the  age  distribution  of  examinees  has  not  been  given  on  this 
occasion,  as  these  figures  are  normally  supplied  by  the  General  Register 
Office,  based  on  a ten  per  cent  sample,  Vfliere  the  total  number  of 

examinees  is  less  than  five  thousand,  the  figures  obtained  by  this

3)  The  other  abnormalities  requiring  treatment  or  investigation  are 
shown  and  include  seven  cases  of  pneumoconiosis. 


The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  also  visited  Mayfield  on  the 
2nd  May,  1966,  previous  surveys  having  been  carried  out  in  1962  and  1958, 
Accommodation  for  the  Unit  was  kindly  provided  by  Mayfield  Cricket  Club 
and  the  Cricket  Pavilion  was  utilised  as  a centre  for  the  Ifeiit  to  operate. 
Employees  of  local  firms  attended  the  IMit  and  a programme  of  public 
sessions,  including  an  evening  session,  was  arranged. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regional  Mospital  Board* s policy,  no 
arrangements  were  made  to  X—ray  school  children  but  school  staffs  were 
encouraged  to  attend. 


The  survey  was  publicised  by  the  distribution  of  leaflets  to 
householders  and  posters  displayed  in  local  shops,  etc.

ColoiiT  slides  have  been  obtained  from  Booth  Hall  Childrens 
Hospital,  Manchester,  demonstrating  the  effects  of  bxirns  and  scalds  and 
these  have  been  shown  to  selected  organisations.

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Public  Conveniences  and  Car  Parks 


The  increasing  popularity  as  a tourist  attraction  of  the  Peak  District 
National  Park  of  which  a large  area  of  the  Rural  District  forms  a part, 
requires  provision  of  public  conveniences  and  car  parks.  For  many  years 
the  policy  of  the  District  Council  has  been  to  provide  the  facilities  as  the 
demand  becomes  apparent  and  during  the  year  under  review  a convenience  was 
initiated  in  Castleton,  The  provision  of  car  parks  at  Edale  and  Castleton 
with  these  facilities  has  greatly  eased  traffic  congestion  on  the  highway. 

As  the  car  owning  public  becomes  still  more  numerous  it  will  be  necessary  to 
add  to  the  provision  of  public  conveniences,  preferably  in  conjunction  with 
the  provision  of  new  car  parks. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  pcr'i^h^s  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Cha:  1 jorth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of 
Simmondley  and  hcvrbsr  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 

The  above  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  19^0  is 
administered  in  close  collaboration  with  the  two  Local  Planning  Authorities, 

There  were  37  caravan  sites  at  the  31st  December,  1966  containing 
158  caravans. 

Of  these,  25  sites  containing  143  caravans  were  entirely  used  for 
week-end  and  holiday  purposes,  12  sites  containing  15  caravans  were  in  use 

as  residential  accommodation.  The  effect  of  administration  of  the  Act  has 

been  to  secure  a reduction  in  the  niamber  of  sites  and  those  qualifying  for 
licences  all  comply  with  standard  conditions.  There  remains  sites  used 

for  caravans  and  tented  accommodation  for  casual  periods;  the  former  for  28 
days  in  aggregate  in  twelve  months,  and  the  latter  for  not  more  than  42 
consecutive  days  or  60  days  in  aggregate  in  one  year.  It  is  well  understood 

by  members  that  normally  there  is  no  legislative  control  over  such  limited  use 
and  this  is  merely  mentioned  as  an  explanation  why,  at  holiday  periods 
especially,  many  fields  not  licensed  specifically  have  caravans  and  tents  in 
scattered  situations  in  excess  of  the  number  licensed  in  a village. 

Nevertheless,  where  an  excessive  number  of  tents  appear  in  fields,  as 
sometimes  happens  at  holiday  periods  and  obviously  ill-equipped  so  that  the 
elements  of  hygiene  are  ignored,  then  a complaint  to  the  Justices  in  terms  of 
Section  268,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  should  follow.  In  collaboration  with 
the  Planning  Authorities  it  is  hoped  to  make  available  approved  sites  for, 
camping  which  action  is  however  regarded  as  the  true  answer  to  illicit 
camping.  One  camping  site  has  already  been  provided  at  Castleton  by  the 

Peak  Park  Planning  Board  with  consequent  benefit  to  the  amenities  of  that 
Village.

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Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is  collected  once 
weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points.  The  incentive  bonus

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a 
rodent  operative  continues  to  be  used  part  time  to  treat  all  infestations  in 
the  area.  It  was  only  necessaiy  to  treat  the  sewers  once  during  the  year, 
as  most  systems  were  found  to  be  completely  clear  of  infestation. 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year  was  72,  involving 
249  visits  to  163  premises. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  open  to  the  general  public 
last  summer,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  the  other  at  the  Rising  Sun  Hotel, 
Bamford, 

The  Hayfield  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 

Treatment  is  by  slow  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water 
being  changed  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment  is 
by  a Bell's  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas. 

All  samples  taken  from  inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928 

R0utine  work  of  inspection  of  installations  has  continued  during  the 
year,  and  at  the  31 st  December  73  petroleum  licences  were  in  force.  The  two 
public  health  inspectors  act  also  as  Petroleum  Officers  and  work  in  close 
collaboration  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Department  of  the  Fire  Authority, 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now  have 
plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  were  received  during 
the  year  in  respect  of  premises  to  which  the  provision  of  the  Act  applies. 

Five  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3,  of  the 
above  Act  and  all  were  granted. 

During  the  year  under  review  close  liaison  was  maintained  on  the  problem 
of  smoke  emission  from  scheduled  industries  between  officers  of  the  public 
health  authority  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate, 

National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution 

The  village  of  Hayfield  was  selected  some  two  years  ago  for  inclusion  in 
the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  so  that  pollution  in  the  centre  of  a 
village  could  be  compared  with  that  at  a remote  site  some  distance  therefrom. 

Two  testing  stations  were  established,  one  in  the  centre  of  Hayfield  and  the 
other  at  the  filter  house  at  Kinder  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board, 
Both  stations  gave  daily  measurements  of  the  degree  of  pollution  and  readings 
were  commenced  in  December  1964.  Figures  are  forwarded  monthly  to  the 
Warren  Springs  Laboratory  for  computer  analysis. 

Air  Pollution,  Dove  Holes 

Two  standard  depost  gauges  were  set  up  in  October  1965,  one  at  Dove  Holes 
and  one  at  Chapel-en-le- Frith  to  act  as  a control,  in  order  to  evaluate  air 
pollution  in  the  village  of  Dove  Holes,  The  Chape 1-en-le-Frith  gauge 
unfortunately  has  been  foxmd  damaged  on  four  occasions  during  the  period  April 
1966  to  March  1967,  therefore,  estimated  readings  have  been  necessary. 

The  Dove  Holes  gauge  has  shown  an  average  deposit  over  the  12  months  from 
April  1966  to  March  1967  of  15.03  tons  per  sq.  mile  per  month,  compared  with 
28,9  tons  per  sq,  mile  per  month  over  the  preceding  6 months.  This  is  a 
reduction  of  48^  which  is  a very  significant  decrease.  The  average  for 
Chapel-en-le-Itith  based  on  8 readings  is  approximately  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  6 months,  in  that  10,75  tons  per  sq,  mile  per  month  compares  with  the 
previous  figure  of  10,2f2  tons  per  sq.  mile  per  month.
